DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This Office Action is responsive to the amendment filed on 5/28/201 0. 

2. The objections and rejections not addressed below are deemed withdrawn. 

3. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office Action. 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1. 1 14 

4. A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 
5/28//2010 has been entered. 

Response to Arguments 

5. Applicant's arguments, see pages 5-6, filed 5/28/2010, with respect to the 
rejection of claims over Kobayashi'936 in view of Kobayashi'299 have been fully 
considered and are persuasive. The rejection of claims 1 and 3-5 has been withdrawn. 

6. The examiner disagrees with applicant's statement that copolymer (b) of the 
composition of Kobayashi'936 is required to have a molecular weight in the range of 
90,000 to 2,000,000. Kobayashi'936 discloses a composition comprising copolymer (a) 
and copolymer (b), wherein one of the two copolymers has a molecular weight in the 
range of 1 ,000 to 90,000 and the other has a molecular weight in the range of 90,000 to

2,000,000 (see prior art claim 1); copolymer (b) of Kobayashi'936 therefore may have a 
molecular weight of 1 to 90,000. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

7. Claims 1 and 3-5 are allowed. 

8. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The closest 
prior art is Kobayashi et al, JP 2001-114936. Kobayashi discloses a composition 
comprising 5 to 95% of copolymer (a) and 5 to 95% by weight of copolymer (b), wherein 
the prior art copolymers (a) and (b) may be conjugated diene/vinyl aromatic copolymers 
functionalized with an alkoxysilane group. The prior art does not teach nor does it fairly 
suggest a composition comprising the claimed amounts of first and second (co)polymer 
components, wherein the first copolymer is defined by the claimed combination of 
limitations of the recited structural formula and weight average molecular weight and the 
second component is defined by the claimed limitations of molecular weight. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
